Some of the questions 
about future health care in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake may be 
answered at a public dialogue 
session Wednesday. 

The communications work¬ 
ing group of the steering com¬ 
mittee looking at health ser¬ 
vices once the NOTL Hospital 
closes is hosting a meeting at 
the community centre, calling 
it The Process Begins. 

Maria Bau-Coote, execu¬ 
tive director of the NOTL 
Family Health Team, and also 
chair of the NOTL Health 
Services Steering Committee, 
will discuss primary health 
care delivery, both current 
and for the future. 

Five members of the com¬ 
munity make up the commu¬ 
nications committee, which is 
one of four working groups of 
the steering committee.

She also stresses that 
the Niagara Health System 
has guaranteed that noth¬ 
ing will change at the 
NOTL Hospital, other than 
the closure of beds, until 
services there now have 


somewhere to go. 

Harley, a Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Hospital 
Auxiliary member and for¬ 
mer president, says that 
like many others in town, 
she has along history with 
the hospital. 

“I love it. It’s served this 
community extremely 
well, but it’s not a model 
to take us into the future,” 
she says. 

"It’s bricks and mortar, 
and that doesn't mean 
anything to us. It’s what 
we can deliver that mat¬ 
in addition to the corpo¬ 
rate working group look¬ 
ing at a not-for-profit 
administrative structure 
for the health hub, there is 
a site selection group look¬ 
ing at where it could be 
located, Harley said. 

"My personal opinion is 
that I don't see how the 
hospital can be retrofitted 
without a ridiculous cost, 
but I could be wrong.” 

The hospital site is one

erty remains a source of 
confusion, says Harley. 
The building was con¬ 
structed on federal gov¬ 
ernment property, and 
research of records in 
recent years hasn't pro¬ 
duced a definitive answer. 

The working groups are 
committed to meeting 
until the end of 2015, by

And as more informa¬ 
tion rolls out in the com¬ 
ing weeks, Harley adds, 
"we hope people will see 
that we all have the same 
goals, to keep the health 
care we have and make it 
better.

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Next step to ask for injunction against closure 




Those hoping to save the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hospital are considering 
asking for a court injunc¬ 
tion against its closure. 

The Niagara Health 
Coalition (NHC) hosted a 
Save Our NOTL Hospital 
meeting Saturday at the 
Community Centre to raise 
awareness about the pro¬ 
posed closure. 

The April closure of the 
NOTLhospital would mean 
the loss of 22 beds. 

Sue Hotte, co-chair of 
the NHC, said 22 beds may 
not seem like many, but 
“those beds are very impor¬ 
tant. They meet the needs 
of this community.” 

The primary purpose of 
Saturday's meeting was to 
gauge public opinion on 
die closure. 

Sandra O’Connor, a vol¬ 
unteer with the NHC, said 
she thought the meeting 
went very well. 

“People voiced their con¬ 
cerns, their issues and 
there was a lot of support. 
You’ll never get 100 per 
cent because people have 
different points of view, but 
I think there was over¬ 
whelming support for try¬ 
ing to keep the hospital 
open at least until we do a 
proper evidence-based

“An injunction will pre¬ 
vent the closure in April 
and hopefully keep the 
hospital open for a longer 
period of time while every¬ 
thing is sorted out as to its 
future and the future of the 
services it provides.” 

Mehra said Niagara has 
the worst hospitals cuts in 
province. 

“It really is out of propor¬ 
tion to everywhere else in 
the province and I don’t 
know why that is, but it is 
the fact," she said. 

“This decision to close 
down the hospitals all 
across Niagara is not based 
on any evidence whatso¬ 
ever. There was

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Council receives coalition report, agrees to help with seniors grant 
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Queenston residents want 
work to begin on park

The Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake is being urged by Queenston 
residents to start the planning pro¬ 
cess to build a park on a small 
piece of land that was formerly 
part of the historic Laura Secord 
Memorial School property. 

The .8 acre property is adjacent 
to the Willowbank School of 
Restoration Arts’ satellite campus, 
and was purchased by the town 
from the District School Board of 
Niagara three years ago for use as a 
park when Willowbank purchased 
the former elementary school 
building to expand its classes. 

“There are zero parks in 
Queenston,” local resident Ron 
Fritz told town councillors 
Monday. 


"The grounds have been poorly 
maintained over the past year and 
the playground equipment needs 
repairs.” 

He said he has been asked by the 
Queenston Residents Association 
to chair a steering committee to 
start looking into options for the 
site, including new playground 
equipment and exercise stations. 

Fritz and Jim Armstrong, presi¬ 
dent of the residents association, 
asked council to designate funds 
from the parks reserve fund to start 
the planning process. 

Armstrong said the residents 
group would be willing to host or 
co-host meetings with the commu¬ 
nity to get input on potential uses 
for the parkland. 

“We urge you to get this process 
started,” said Armstrong. 

Council referred their request to 
staff for a report.

Kudos to all who helped kids on bus 


When a school bus was hit by a car 
while transporting children on their way 
to St. Michael Catholic Elementary 
School last Thursday, we learned some 
valuable lessons. 

One, a school bus is very safe. This 
was just a small one, and even without 
seat belts, the students’ injuries were 
minor, although the police say the dam¬ 
age to the bus was “significant.” 
Fortunately, after being hit on the side 
and spun around, the bus ended up in 
the ditch right side up, so although kids 
were josded in their seats, they weren’t 
thrown around as much as they might 

the bus, rather than a car. 

We learned the value of the bus driv¬ 
er staying calm, or at least appearing 
calm, for the benefit of the children - 
even one 11-year-old who was hurt told 
her mother that helped her not to feel 

We also heard that the emergency 
personnel on the scene did a great job 
in reassuring the kids, as did the princi¬ 
pal and a staff member from the school, 


and that it was better for the kids that 
their parents didn’t know about the 
crash in time to rush to the bus. 

And we learned the school board and 
bus company also did everything that 
could be done to ensure there are mea¬ 
sures in place that when followed, work 
well for both students and parents. 

Some might question whether the 
minor injuries that occurred could have 
been avoided by seat belts. Our local 
students on that bus might one day 
become statistics in a study to deter¬ 
mine the value of seat belts on buses, 
but the studies will likely show that 
while sometimes the outcomes are not 
as favourable as they were in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake last Thursday, school buses 
are incredibly safe. Would seat belts 
make them safer? Probably. Some states 
have moved to legislate seat belts in 
school buses, but Canada has not - yet. 
It’s likely that day will come. 

In the meantime, kudos to all 
involved, especially the bus driver, for 
doing such a great job of looking after 
the kids on that bus.

Ideally, they’d like 20 
members, who would stay 
with the club as they go 
through high school, said 
Snider. 

Their plan is to start 
with one lunch meeting a 
month, and if the kids are 
interested, they can 
increase that. 

The motto of Lions is to 
serve their community, 
and Leos will be encour¬ 
aged to do the same in 
any way they’re able - it 
could be activities they 
already take part in, help¬ 


ing their sponsoring club, 
such as the current 
involvement of local kids 
at the St. Davids Lions 
Carnival, but they will 
also be able to choose 
their own activities, 
depending on their inter¬ 
ests and abilities, with the 
help of a Lion advisor.

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Brain function of child with ADHD ‘just different’

“People who experience 
Attention Deficit 

Hyperactivity Disorder 
(ADHD) are real people who 
deserve our attention,” began 
Amar Chakraborty, at last 
week’s InfoHealth session. 

The first-year medical stu¬ 
dent is from the Michael G. 
DeGroote School of 
Medicine’s Niagara regional 
campus of McMaster 
University. 

He shared the presentation 
with Melanie Fortune, also a 
first-year student, at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Library 
Wednesday. 

The presentation followed 
a composite story of a young 
boy who was diagnosed with 
ADHD, and the challenges 
faced by his mother. 

"The difficulty with diag¬ 
nosing ADHD is that it is not 
like a medical test resulting in 
a positive presence of a disor¬ 
der, like testing if someone 
has the flu" said Fortune. 

“In fact there is no single 
diagnostic test to prove some¬ 
one has ADHD. The mental 
disorder is a combination of 
traits and behaviors indicat¬ 
ing various circuits in the 
brain are not functioning 
normally." 

Chakraborty explained 
early signs of ADHD typically 
occur in childhood, though 
not always, and include inat¬ 
tentiveness, impulsiveness 
and hyperactivity, at school, 
at home, and in sports. It is 
important to assess what is 
normal behavior for the age 
of the child, he said. 

The medical students 
described ADHD from a par¬ 
ent’s perspective. This usually 
begins when a teacher speaks 
with them about the child's 
challenges in the classroom. 

The next step is referral to a 
medical professional. 

While diagnosing ADHD 
it's important to rule out other 
conditions, they said. 

Noted by both Fortune and 
Chakraborty were the many 
questions raised by parents: 
“Why does this happen? 
What's ADHD doing to my 
child’s body? How common 
is ADHD? Is there treatment 
other than thugs to help? Will 
medications make my child a 
zombie? Is this something my 
child will grow out of?" 

Assurances can be given, 
such as explaining that the 
brain functioning of a child 


with ADHD is just different 

As to why ADHD occurs, 
there are several possibilities, 
but nothing is conclusive, 
they said - the brain is com¬ 
plex, and treatment may take 
different forms, requiring the 
effort of parents, school and 
others involved in the care of 
the child. 

During the question and 

supervisor, Dr. Oleg Savenkov, 
explained why the number of 
children with ADHD has sig¬ 
nificantly increased in recent 

"One observation is the 
changes to our educational 
system over the years, which 
have been developed mainly 
by female educators.” 

He speculated on the pos¬ 
sible link between the educa¬ 
tional approaches which are 
geared more to girls, and con¬ 
sequently boys have more 
challenges at school. This 
may result in more boys than 
girls being diagnosed with 
ADHD. 


dcipant was that people with 
ADHD are not necessarily at 
a disadvantage in society, 
because they are great multi- 

This positive aspect of 
ADHD was affirmed by 
Fortune who said “there are a 
number of careers that 
demand high energy and 
detailed attention to specific 
subjects, which is often a trait 
of people with ADHD. So the 
news is not all negative. It’s a 
matter of channeling that 


energy and focus to construc¬ 
tive ends.” 

The next InfoHealth public 
lecture is on eye disease and 
blindness, at 1 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Feb. 11 at the 
NOTL Public Library, with 
medical student Emerson 
Marinas and Dr. Amber 
Sheikh, Chief of 
Ophthalmologyatthe Niagara 
Eye Centre in St. Catharines.

How many tools are 
there in your basement 
workshop that haven’t 
been used for years, and 
probably never will be 

Ted van der Zalm can 
find a use for them, from 


the oldest, simplest, 
smallest hand or power 
tool to industrial drill 
presses, table saws or 

Van der Zalm has been 
drilling wells to deliver 
clean water to the poor of 


Guatemela for a decade. 

But along the way, he 
has learned how to do so 

Construction teams, 
which include retired 
Niagara home builders, 
stay at a permanent camp 


he has established and 
build two elementary 
schools a year. 

Doctors and dentists, 
also mostly from Niagara, 
volunteer their time to 
offer clinics to those liv¬ 
ing in remote mountain 



There are cooking, sew¬ 
ing and hygiene classes, 
and if some unfortunate 
family is found homeless, 
it’s not unusual for volun¬ 
teers to pitch in and build 

Van der Zalm sees a 
need and finds a way to 
fill it, with the aid of his 
wife Miriam, the skills of 
about 80 volunteers who 
stay at the camp for about 
10 days at a time, and the 
financial support of Wells 
of Hope, which fundrais¬ 
es to finance his work. 

He will leave for 
Guatemala at the end of 
the month, but there is a 
construction team there 
now building a trade 
school, he says. 

“We build two elemen¬ 
tary schools a year, but 
there is nothing for these 
poor kids when they’re 
finished. We want to teach 
them a trade, but they 
have no tools.” 

The larger tools will be 
used for instruction in the 
school, the others for the 
kids to use when they’re 
finished and ready to go 
out to work, said van der 

“It’s no good teaching 
them a trade and then 
sending them off with no 
tools,” he said. 

“They have no money 
for tools - not even a sim¬ 
ple hammer.” 

It’s not unusual to see 
meninGuatemalapound- 
ing in nails with a rock, he 
says - yet he knows there 
are so many tools in so 
many basements here, 
collecting dust, that could 
be put to good use - some¬ 
times generations of tools 
that aren’t used, but 
nobody wants to throw 

“We can put them to 
such tremendous use,” he 

The school will also 


teach agriculture, he 
said. 

Now that there are 
65,000 Guatemalans who 
have clean water deliv¬ 
ered to their door 12 
months a year, said van 
der Zalm, “we want to 
teach them how to grow 
food year round.” 

To aid those students - 
mostly girls - donations of 
garden tools, such as trow- 

would also be welcome. 

There is a 40-foot con¬ 
tainer of supplies going to 
Guatemala, and he'd love 
to see it filled with tools he 
can give to the kids who 
attend the trade school. 

Penner Building Centre 
on Niagara Stone Rd. in 
Virgil, which has support¬ 
ed him and Wells of Hope 
from its beginnings a 
decade ago, is once again 
helping out, offering to be 
the drop-off point for tools 
-with a deadline of Jan. 31, 
to get the container loaded 
in time for departure. 

There will be a buggy by 
the front door to collect the 
tools, which will then be 
moved to the warehouse 
until they’re picked up. 

Van der Zalm is a reli¬ 
gion teacher at Denis 
Morris Catholic High 
School who works one 
term, then heads to 
Guatemala to get in as 
much well-drilling as he 
can before the rainy season 

He and Miriam are par¬ 
ents to five children, 
including three university- 
aged now, and in addition 
to teaching he runs a well¬ 
drilling and water delivery 
business in Niagara to help 
finance his time away from 
work - on one of the cold¬ 
est days last week, he was 
driliing holes through hard 
rock for electrical wiring in 
the Niagara Gorge, and he 
is called out year round to 
repair or replace well 
pumps. 

The couple also runs a 
bed and breakfast - when 
they return from Guatemala 
in May, the season is just 
beginning, and they have 
found their guests are 
interested in their work 
and can be very generous, 
he said.

Was the five years of planning 1812 
bicentennial events worth it? 

Was the more than $15 million that 
went towards infrastructure and pro¬ 
gramming support money well spent? 

The Niagara 1812 Legacy Council, the 
superintendent of heritage for the 
Niagara Parks Commission and a senior 
member of the federal government that 
forked over a good chunk of that cash say 
an unequivocal yes. 

“It definitely was a success,” says Brian 
Merrett, chief executive officer for the 
council, which was created in 2007 as a 
cross-border, non-profit organization to 
increase public awareness in the bicen¬ 
tennial. 

“You have to askyourself: What did we 
set out to do? We set out to increase 
awareness of the War of 1812 and to 
increase awareness of how important 
the War of 1812 was to our region and to 
our country. 

"I think we succeeded in doing that.” 

He said attendance at batde reenact¬ 
ments and at heritage sites were "way 
up” in 2012,2013 and 2014. Mote visitors 
came from the Greater Toronto Area and 
New York State and the number of hits 
on the council's website “also have an 
indication of widespread support." 

Millions of dollars were spent to make 
improvements to sites such as Old Fort 
Erie, Laura Secord Homestead and 
Niagara Falls History Museum in prepa¬ 
ration of the three-year bicentennial cel¬ 
ebration. Federal, provincial, regional 
and municipal money supported sym¬ 
posiums, battle reenactments and 
allowed various local groups to get 
involved. 

Jim Hill, superintendent of heritage 
for the Niagara Parks Commission, says 
he was surprised by how many more 
people attended annual batde reenact¬ 
ments during the bicentennial years. 

For example, Hill says the reenact¬ 
ment of the Battle of Queenston Heights 
in 2007 saw 300 reenactors and 1,000 
spectators attend. In 2012, 900 reenac¬ 
tors registered, while an estimated 15,000 
people visited the grounds throughout 

Hill says the work that was done dur¬ 
ing the bicentennial will allow Niagara's 
heritage sites to continue to grow in 
popularity. 

Niagara Falls MP Rob Nicholson says 
the millions of dollars the federal gov¬ 
ernment spent on the bicentennial was a 

importance the war played in Canadian 
history. 

“It was a defining moment. It separat¬ 
ed us from our neighbours to the south,” 
he says, adding it also signaled the begin- 
ning of 200 years of peace between 
Canada and the United States.
